clouds began gathering ov er the city . They 
first appeared in the northeast, and, surg­ 
ing westward acroee the city , turno I sud­ 
denly about in their course, and, defending 
rapidly , broke upon the city in terrific 
bursts of wind and rain that swept all lighter 
obj© ts before them. 
The darkness was al­ 
most like 
night, an l people tied to tho 
nearest shelter and awaited with blar.chod 
faces the fury of tho tempest Clouds seemed 
to 
graze 
tho 
roofs 
of 
tue 
high­ 
est 
buildings 
and 
poured out 
their 
torrents in 
apparently solid 
masses for 
a time. 
The 
storm struck the city in 
full force about twenty minutes past 11 and 
raged for half an hour. 
Tho streets were 
running riv ers of water, carry ing boxes 
and signs and other similar freight, blown 
from the buildings or swept up by tho fioo i 
A number of v ehicles were ov erturned, and 
in numerous instances driv ers abandoned 
their horses to their fate, and sought refuge 
in stores and houses. 
Some hail accom­ 
panied the storm, but the fall "as no., 
great, otherwise the loss to property would 
hav e been enormous from water str.aniing 
in at broken windows. 
As it was, windows 
in quite f. large number of buildings were 
blown in, and goods and furniture were 
water soaked. 
All this, howev er, prov ed 
entirely insignificant when the full extent 
of tho disaster wrought by the storm be­ 
came known. 
THK HCnOOL CAT AST RO PJIF. 
The I^ithrop school building occupied a 
prominent site at tho corner of Eighth and 
Mail streets. 
It consisted of a main build­ 
ing, to whi< h an art wing had been added. 
The building was surmounted by a towor. 
which for some timo bad been considered 
unsafe. 
It had been twice condemned- 
onco within a few weeks—biiTho action had 
been taken in the matter. 
Tuesday morn­ 
ing tho building was crowded with children, 
many of whom wont nearly frantic with 
grief ov er the appalling darkness and the 
stillness which precede» ! tho tempest. 
Tho 
wind swept midway across Broadway from 
tho west and seemed to concentrate its force 
in a descent upon the tower, which y ielded 
with a crash, and, tarry ing down the heav y 
bell, plunged through tho interv ening floors 
to the basement 
The main building is a 
mass of ruins, within shattered walls which 
still stand. 
Tho wing was comparativ ely 
unin^urod, and the scholars in it were not 
hurt 
In the main bu ilding, howev er, the ©Sleet 
was awfu l. The falling floors precipitated 
the terrified children to the basement, whore 
masses of brick s and beams cru shed them 
from v iew. 
Persons near, hearing the 
crash, made their way as best they cou ld 
against the beating storm to the scene. 
RESCUING THE VICTIMS. 
The gale q u ick ly su bsided and the work of 
rescu ing was u ndertak en by eager hands. 
Owing to the prev ailing excitement the first 
work was not v ery effectiv e, bu t the fire de­ 
partment and police soon arriv ed, and an 
organized search was commenced. The dead 
and wou nded were tak en ou t as q u ick ly as 
possible and carried to the natatoriu m ad­ 
joining, whieh was tu rned into a hospital. 
Here the parents and friends of the little 
ones soon gathered, each searching his or her 
own, and u ttering heartrending cries as 
they recognised in the maimed and bleed 
forms 
those 
whom 
they lov ed, 
first tak en ou t sev eral were 
mg 
Among the 
dead, and one or two mangled almost be­

in the senate o n the inter-state co mmerce 
bill began with the questio n o f punishing 
anybo dy who interferes with the running o f 
trains, and then branched o ff o n free passes. 
The first divisio n o f the debate came o n in 
co nsidering an amendment by Mo rgan pro ­ 
viding a punishment by fine and impriso n* 
ment o f men “who co mbine o r unite to sto p 
o r interfere with the running o f trains en­ 
gaged in inter state co mmerce.” 
Mo rgan 
said that while co ngress had in hand this 
subject it sho uld see that travel between the 
states sho uld be kept free, and whatever 
tended to restrict that freedo m o f travel, 
whether a railro ad co mpany, o r a mo b, o r a 
co nspiracy o f individuals, was so mething 
that co ngress sho uld regulate, and this duty 
co uld no t be escaped if it underto o k to regu­ 
late inter state co mmerce at alL 
Mo rgan, 
while sensible that he was running against a 
po werful sentiment which had asserted the 
right to interrupt the mo vements o f co m­ 
merce between the states, was certain that 
the mature judgment o f even tho se who had 
been pro vo ked into such actio n wo uld sus­ 
tain co ngress in this directio n. 
Hut the 
duty o f co ngress was the same in any 
event. 
West, Teller, Cullbm and Piatt, o ppo sed 
the amendment while agreeing with its 
principle, because tho state sho uld wield 
the po wer o f po lice and no t tho natio n, and 
the am endm ent was rejected—4U to 3—the 
affirm ative vo te being Do lph, Edmunds and 
Mo rgan. 
Bro wn o ffered an amendment 
pro viding fo r the punishment o f perso ns in­ 
juring tho pro perty o f railro ad co mpanies, 
bridges, cars, etc. 
This amendment was 
laid o n the table 
Co nsiderable debate then aro se o n an 
amendment o f Plumb pro hibiting members 
o f co ngress, o fficials o f the go vernment, and 
their families fro m accepting free passes, 
and pro hibiting railro ad co mpanies fro m 
giving tho rn such passes o r reduced rates. 
To this Teller o ffered an amendment pro ­ 
hibiting any o f the subsidized railro ads 
fro m giving free passea 
Platt read fro m the testimo ny o f Mr. 
Charles Francis Adams, Jr., president o f
